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Well what a season it was. After 182 Vodafone Cup 
games the fate of the top six and the relegation posi- 
tions haye finally been decided in what has been one 
of the most engrossing competitions seen in years. 
First of all, congratulations to Oakleigh Cannons 
for winning the 2006 Minor Premiership in fine style. 
‘The Cannons scaled the league standings in round 9 and 
have pretty much lead the way ever since, In the early 
days of the competition the Melbourne Knights blazed 
its way to the top, South Melbourne was up there too 
for a week or so, as was Altona Magic and the league’s 
new boys Kingston City. However, whilst others came 
‘and went with their worlds crumbling around them, the 
Cannons have stayed on due course from the offset and 
deservedly won the race in a canter. Unfortunately fin- 
ishing first at the end of the home and away scasen in 
this country basically means nothing and they will have 
to undergo the lottery of the finals system. Which means 
that any one of six teams on any given finals day has an 
equal chance of upsetting the most consistent team over 
the last seven months of the year. It remains to be seen, 
but will the “old firm” of South and Heidelberg, peren- 
nial finals contenders Altona Magic, debutants Kingston 
City, or even the reigning champions, Green Gully, re~ 
ignite the minor premiership curse? 
At the other end of the table the fight to survive and 
avoid the drop to Division One has never been so en- 
thralling. For the first half of the campaign last year’s 
champs, Green Gully, were surprisingly figuring in the 


bottom two positions, whilst the other newly promoted 
team, Richmond Eagles looked likely to make a quick 
retum from where they came. At different stages Faw- 
kner/Whittlesea, Melbourne Knights, Essendon Royals, 
the Eagles and Gully all looked to be living life danger- 
ously before it was a case of goodnight, farewell and 
‘good luck to Frankston Pines and Sunshine Georgies. 
The boys from the peninsula succumbed to 
the dreaded drop in Round 25, bringing an end of four 
xyearg in Vietoria’s top flight competition, taking with it 
the memory of a Grand Final appearance from 2003, 
whilst the Georgies made its exit in the all too dra- 
matic last day of the season yesterday. Will Langwar-_ 
rin or even Cranbourne now take over the mantle from’ 
Frankston as the powerhouse from the outer South-East, 
and is it the last we will ever see the likes of Frankston 
in the Premier League? 
The Melbourne Knights take out the “could of been” 
award, as they could have easily been serious title con- 
tenders and conversely could have been relegated. Two 
seasons back in the state fold with no finals appearance 
is a poor effort considering the clubs history and sup- 
port, Two coaching changes and a 7-0 drubbing in the 
hands of cross town rival, South Melbourne, were unfor- 
tunately part of the Somers Street 2006 highlights that 
would best be forgotten. 
It could be argued that the Vodafone Cup is probably 
the most ruthless competition in the world, especially 
when it comes down to the tumover of coaches. 2006

has shown us that club committees are as hardcore as 
they come, and do not hesitate when forced to ring the 
changes. , 
All in all, a staggering 10 out of 14 clubs made changes 
to their senior coaching positions. Of the ones that re- 
mained, Stuart Munro (Oakleigh), John Anastasiadis 
(South), Michael Michalakopoulos (Bullen) and John 
Markovski (Fawkner/Whittlesea), Munro would have to 
get Coach of the Year. Although Phil Stubbins took the 
Eagles from drop-outs to finals contenders in a blink of 
an eye, and Ian Dobson still has a chance of going back 
to back after a near disastrous mid-season, Muiro has 
steered a steady ship oozing class, composure and con- 
sistency, only losing three games all year. The Cannons 
club also had to come to terms with the tragic lose of the 
irreplaceable Peter Kakos, who made a tremendous con- 
tribution to Victorian football, before succumbing to a 
brain tumour in@ay. Stubbins, Dobbo, and Anastasiadis 
take out the minor placings, 

South take out the “Sexy Soccer” award with Kingston 
taking the “Empty Gas Tank” award and the Royals, the 
“Harry Houdini” award, In.a miraculous turn-around the 
Royals had scored 24 goals all year, then bag 8 (a third 
of their whole total) in its last two matches to escape 
the drop.

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Essendon came to BT Connor as the team most 
likely to join the relegated Frankston Pines should 
they not win, and with Preston playing for a finals 
berth the writing was on the cards for a disappoint- 
ing day for the Royals, considering Preston had one 
of the best home records in the VPL this season.

Melbourne Victory commenced Version 2.0 of the 
Hyundai A-League in perfect fashion on Friday 
night, securing a drought snapping 2-0 victory 
over arch-nemesis Adelaide United at Olympic 
Park. 

Captain Kevin Muscat was gifted the honour of net- 
ting the Victory’s first goal against the Reds, open- 
ing the scoring in the 29th minute from the penalty 
spot after Brazilian wizard Alessandro was felled in 
the area while embarking on a trademark run down 
the flank.

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With the transfer window set to close at midnight on 
Thursday, European clubs have a busy week ahead 
as they count their cash, plot last ditch swoops and 
wheel and deal to finalise their squads before an- 
other Iong campaign. 

Arsenal and Chelsea’s protracted summer negotiations 
over the futures of Ashley Cole and William Gal- 
Jas will go down to the wire as, both clubs refuse to 
back down in their demands. Chelsea chief executive 
Peter Kenyon has declared his club’s £16m bid for Gole 
their “final offer”, and given that Cole has not featured 
for Arsenal this term, is rightly confident that a deal 
will be brokered in the next few days. But there is still 
some haggling to do between now and then, since the 
Gunners* valuation of Gallas at £5m — half the price 
that Chelsea have put on his head — and the French- 
man’s £70,000-per-week wage demands, are turning 
out to be major sticking points in negotiations. 
Meanwhile, Arsenal continues to entertain offers*for

week rejected at offer of £8m from Atlético Madrid, 
and are holding out for a bid of over £12m, which is 
likely to come from Atlético’s city rivals, Real. Real 
boss Fabio Capello has reportedly offered Brazil- 
ian Robinho as a straight swap for Reyes, an offer that 
was flatly refused by the Gunners. Wenger is hoping 
for a cash settlement so that he can pursue his interest 
in French star Franck Ribery, whom he sees as a 
ready-made replacement for Reyes, 

Aside from Reyes, Real also hope to sign Milan play- 
maker Kaka this week. A promise to sign the Bra- 
zilian international was a key clement of President 
Ramon Calderon's election campaign;but Milan, who 
were reinstated to the Champions League after appeal- 
ing their match-fixing penalty, are unlikely to allow a 
player of Kaka’s quality to leave, And with Real refus- 
ing to entertain the notion of Ronaldo moving the 
other way in part-exchange, the deal is looking less 
likely by the day. 

Having made four major summer signings, the size of 
the Real squad is bulging, and they are set to offload 
a number of players in the next few days. Jonathan 
Woodgate has attracted much interest from English 
clubs, and is likely to join Middlesbrough — although

Pod casts 
are subscriptions to your computer, which will 
automatically download the latest episodes then 
transfer to your iPod if required. Another great 
pod cast is The Beautiful Game, (http://beau- 
tifulgamepodcast.blogspot.com/) where four 
Poms discuss the week’s happenings with some 
quirky insights. 

If technology is not a concer, Dropit (www. 
dropit.com.au) may interest you. Dropit is an 
intemet service which allows you to down- 
load football direct to your computer for the 
ludicrously cheap cost of $8 per year. Football 
games include pretty much everything, from 
International friendlies to Premiership and Cup 
games that can not be found on Fox and ESPN. 
By all accounts the service claims to be perfectly 
legal. It all sounds far too good to be true. The 
only downside appears to be that it is only pos- 
sible through a PC, which means I have not been 
able to try it as I have a Mac. If anyone does 
sample Dropit please write in with a review.

Queens Park’s downfall came with the introduction 
of professionalism to Scottish football. They resisted 
the switch, choosing to remain amateur. It’s a deci- 
sion they continue to stick with to this day, even if it 


means forever languishing in lowest division. Such 
martyrdom and dedication to the values of amateur- 
ism has to be admired. It’s nice that this persever- 
ance is rewarded with an occasional victory.
